DECLINE 


Farm mortgage debts in Al- 
berta have declined 73 percent 
since the end of 1937 according 
to a report issued by The Dom- 
Mortgage and

duction last year being 22 per- 
cent.

Alberta farmers during the 


past nine years have reduced 
the amount owing to these com 
panies on farm mortgages and 
agreements for sale from $39.7 
millions to $10.6 millions. 

The percentage reduction of 
73 percent achieved by Alberta 
farmers in mortgage debts dur- 
ing the past nine years is better 
than the average for Alberta, 
Saskatahewan and Manitoba 
iombined, For the three prairie 
provinces the total amount ow- 
ing dropped from $168 million 
at the end of 1937 to $52 million 
at the end of 1946, a decrease 
of 69 percent. The percentage 
reduction in Manitoba was 75 
nercent and in Saskatchewan 66 
percent.
